Y  professors  philosophize  religion

Two  BYU  professors  have  recently  authored 
textbooks  dealing  with  how  religion  can  be  inte¬ 
grated  with  scholarly  learning. 

Dr.  Dennis  Rasmussen  and  Dr.  Paul  Hedengren, 
both  professors  of  philosophy,  have  published  two 
philosophical  books  discussing  various  aspects  of 
the  LDS  faith,  according  to  Dennis  Packard,  chair¬ 
man  of  BYU’s  Philosophy  Department. 

Hedengren’s  book,  “In  Defense  of  Faith:  Asses¬ 
sing  Arguments  Against  Latter-day  Saint  Belief,” 
directly  addresses  specific  questions  and  criticisms 
of  LDS  beliefs. 

These  challenges  to  LDS  beliefs  have  been  raised 
because  of  discrepancies  in  various  accounts'  of  the 
First  Vision  and  in  recently  released  letters  by 
Joseph  Smith  and  Martin  Harris,  Packard  said. 

There  has  been  increased  and  more  articulate 
criticism  of  LDS  beliefs,  Hedengren  said.  But  it  is 
“good  to  understand  the  logical  structure  of  these 
criticisms  so  people  can  more  easily  distinguish  fre¬ 
quent  weak  logical  thought  from  emotional  agita¬ 
tion,”  he  added. 


Rasmussen’s  book,  “The  Lord’s  Question: 
Thoughts  on  the  Life  of  Response,”  deals  with 
establishing  the  strengths  of  LDS  beliefs  in  a  sim¬ 
ple  but  edifying  style,  according  to  Packard. 

The  book  begins  with  the  question  of  man’s  exist¬ 
ence,  stating  that  man  constantly  seeks  answers  in 
nature.  But  “to  the  Lord’s  question  man  must  ‘be’ 
an  answer.” 

According  to  Packard,  these  two  books  from 
younger  members  of  the  department  continue  the 
department’s  tradition  of  having  professors  discuss 
religion  philosophically. 

“We  feel  we  need  to  present  a  response  to  the 
question  about  how  to  integrate  scholarship  and 
religion,”  he  said.  ,  ■ 

In  part,  Packard  also  sees  the  books  as  a  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  concern  of  church  leaders  that  the 
LDS  faith  should  be  defended. 

According  to  Hedengren,  LDS  beliefs  are 
strongly  defensible.  “We  don’t  need  to  fear  critic¬ 
ism,”  he  said.  “All  we  really  need  to  fear  is  incom¬ 
pleteness  of  understanding,  and  I  think  that  good 
criticism  can  bring  people  to  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  our  beliefs.”

dredging  equipment  reaches  the  site. 
“The  sad  part  is  other  sites  in  the  area  may 
be  destroyed  by  the  dredging.” 

Donald  Forsyth,  an  assistant  professor 
of  archaeology  at  BYU,  said  there  were 
still  remains  of  fish  traps  ih  the  area  dating 
from  historic  times. 

Artifacts  that  have  been  found  include 
fish  and  frog  bones,  arrowheads  and 
knives  used  to  process  fish. 

The  site  dates  back  to  later  prehistoric 
times,  sometime  after  A.D.  1400.  The 
workers  have  found  little  charcoal,  mak¬ 
ing  it  difficult  to  use  carbon-dating  techni¬ 
ques.  However,  Janetski  said  he  would  be 
able  to  “date  the  site  to  within  150  years.”

'Memory'  loss 
major  casualty 
of  illiteracy  war

GRIPING-!  another  few 


The  war  against  illiteracy  is  not  a  new  one.  The  following  statistics 
indicate  the  battle  is  far  from  over. 

Twenty-seven  million  Americans  cannot  even  read  the  warning  on  a 
,  container  of  pesticide. 

Among  current  graduates  of  urban  high  schools,  15,  percent  read  at 
lower  than  the  sixth-grade  level. 

Of  the  158  United  Nations  members  that  have  supplied  figures 
about  the  distribution  of  reading  materials,  the  United  States  ranks 
49th  in  literacy.

These  figures  were  cited  by 
Dr.  George  Steiner,  author  and 
professor  of  English  and  com¬ 
parative  literature  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Geneva  and  at  Cam¬ 
bridge,  in  a  recent  Christian 
Science  Monitor  article. 

However,  in  another  Moni¬ 


tor  article  Beverly -Lynch,  president  of  the  American  Library  Associa¬ 
tion,  contends  that  people  are  reading:  “There  was  a  lot  of  concern  in 
the  50s  and  60s  that  television  was  going  to  take  over  people’s  leisure 
time,  but  there  is  a  great  deal  of  reading  going  on.” 

Figures  do  exist  to  support  her  conclusion.  A  study  conducted  by 
The  Book  Industry  Study  Group  indicates  94  percent  of  all  Americans 
over  16  are  readers. 

That  people  are  indeed  reading  is  encouraging,  but  what  is  is  that 
they’re  reading? 

The  Study  Group  found  that  “more,  particularly  blue  collar  workers, 
16-to-20  year  olds  and  those  over  50,  have  been  shifting  from  books  to 
periodicals,”  reports  The  Christian  Science  Monitor. 

This  shift  in  reading  preferences  denotes  that  the  war  to  be  waged 
how  is  against  illiteracy.  It  is  not  enough  that  people  just  read  for 
reading’s  sake  alone  — -  or  for  the  acquisition  of  information. 

Author  Alston  Chase  holds  that  in  a  rapidly  changing  world  there 
needs  to  exist  a  certain  “group  memory”  for  the  survival  of  society. 

In  his  book  titled  “Group  Memory”  he  explicates  his  opinion:  “If 
change  becomes  too  rapid,  the  society  loses  the  ability  to  make  rational 
judgments  about  the  desirability  of  the  changes  taking  place.  Indeed, 
it  will  have  no  social  memory  and  will  be  unable  to  learn  from  the  past.  ” 

This  “memory”  is  a  compilation  of  all  the  wisdom  penned  by  great 
thinkers  throughout  the  ages. 

The  tragedy  of  illiteracy  is  real.  But  an  even  greater  tragedy  is  if 
people  capable  of  reading  select  to  ignore  the  treasure  of  serious 
literature  for  less  significant  material,  thereby  threatening  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  Chase’s  invaluable  “memory.”

Please  allow  me  to  set  forth  some 
facts  to  correct  Kent  Larsen’s  misin¬ 
formation  concerning  the  BYU  Off- 
Campus  Housing  Office.  Here  are  a 
few  facts: 

1.  All  8,560  university-approved 
apartments  are  visited  annually  by 
BYU  Housing  inspectors,  and  many 
of  them  are  inspected  more  than  once 
a  year.  If  students  are  not  home,  we 
make  up  to  five  return  visits. 

.  2.  The  BYU  housing  specifications 
have  been  amended  several  times 
since  1979  including  updates  on 
smoke  alarms,  locks,  size  and  height 
of  bedroom  windows.  The  specifica¬ 
tions  require  landlords  to  comply  with 
all  local  building,  fire  and  health  codes 
in  addition  to  our  own  requirements. 

3.  In  the  last  12  months  we  have 
denied  university  approval  to  64  per¬ 
cent  of  all  new  applicants  because 
they  did  not  meet  these  housing  speci¬ 
fications. 

4.  In  regard  to  enforcement,  our 
office  personally  investigated  237  stu¬ 
dent  complaints  concerning  apart¬ 
ment  maintenance  in  1984. 

5.  From  the  investigations  above 
and  from  some  student  complaints,  40 
apartment  owners  and  482  approved  • 
rental  units  were  given  warnings  or 
placed  on  three  month  probation  for 
lack  of  maintenance  in  the  last  year.

As  American  and  LDS  Church  pioneers  are  re¬ 
vered  each  year  during  July,  it  is  appropriate  that 
.we  honor  the  men  and  women  who  sacrificed  for  an 
educational  setting  unequaled  by  any  other  uni¬ 
versity  —  BYU. 

In  a  recent  sacrament  meeting,  S.  Bryce  Cham¬ 
berlain,  high  councilor  in  the  BYU  2nd  Stake 
queried,  “Does  anyone  even  bother  to  think. of 
them?  Those  (the  pioneers  of  BYU)  who  have  made 
this  possible. 

“If  we  truly  reverenced  what  has  been  done, 
what  has  been  given  for  us,  w'e  would  be  down  on 
our  knees  to  thank  God  that  they  paid  the  price.” 

Maybe  it’s  time  we  dig  our  heads  out  of  the  books 
and  take  a  moment  between  classes  to  look  back  at 
the  lives  that  made  BYU’s  heart  beat. 

Brigham  Young  Academy,  as  it  was  known  in  the 
1800s,  was’ founded  on  Oct.  16, 1875,  when  Brigham 
Young  signed  the  deed  of  trust. 

It  experienced  shaky  beginnings,  particularly 
with  the  death  of  Brigham  Young  in  1877  and  the 
lack  of  adequate  endowments  for  the  school. 

The  Academy  came  close  to  abandonment  sever¬ 
al  times  —  a  fire  in  1884  destroyed  its  only  building, 
and  lack  of  funds  forced  dependence  upon  tuitions 
alone  for  its  upkeep. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  pioneers  such  as  Principal 
Karl  G.  Maeser,  who  worked  for  a  small  and  irregu¬ 


lar  salary,  often  in  the  form  of  wheelbarrow  loads  of 
produce,  and  Abraham  O.  Smoot,  chairman  of  the 
board,  who  died  a  poor  man  because  of  the  personal 
funds  he  poured  into  maintaining  the  school, 
Brigham  Young  University  would  not  stand  as  the 
educational  empire  it  is  today. 

Karl  G.  Maeser  was  first  called  to  Brigham 
Young  Academy  by  Brigham  Young  himself.  In 
giving  Maeser  his  instructions,  Brigham  Young 
simply  said,  “Brother  Maeser,  remember  that  you 
ought  not  to  teach  even  the  alphabet  or  the  multi¬ 
plication  tables  without  the  Spirit  of  God.  That  is 
all.  God  bless  you.  Goodbye.” 

Although  enrollment  was  meager  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  —  29  students  with  Maeser  as  the  only  teacher 
—  he  became  the  “great  spiritual  architect  of  the 
Academy.” 

His  son  likened  him  to  Moses.  “He  had  convinced 
all  Israel  of  the  potency  of  its  unique  mission  in  the 
educating  and  training  of  her  youth.  Like  a  Moses 
he  had  cleft  the  rock  of  ignorance  and  streams  of 
living  truth  had  gushed  forth.” 

Benjamin  Cluff,  Jr.,  third  principal  and  first 
•  president  of  Brigham  Young  Academy,  was  the 
academic  inspirator  who  built  the  school  into  a  uni¬ 
versity.  He  organized  colleges  within  the  school, 
selected  the  school  colors  and  pioneered  the  stu¬ 
dent  loan  program. 


The  Alumni  Association  was  also  established  and 
competitive  sports  programs  were  started. 

Instrumental  in  expanding  the  University’s  faci¬ 
lities  was  George  H.  Brimhall,  who  was  inaugu¬ 
rated  as  president  in  1904.  Construction  of  the 
Maeser  Building,  the  Arts  Building,  the  Women’s 
Gymnasium  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  Building  came  * 
under  his  leadership.  He  also  expanded  the  curricu¬ 
lum  by  adding  the  bachelor  of  science  degree  and 
the  master’s  degree. 

The  list  of  pioneers  is  as  endless  as  the  sacrifices 
that  have  been  made.  Sacrifices  that  called  for  faith 
and  courage  beyond  the  long  lines  we  face  every 
semester,  the  wearing  of  socks  with  shoes,  the 
absence  of  certain  music  and  the  rising  cost  of 
nachos.  Have  we  ever  donated  more  than  $3,000  of 
personal  funds  for  additional  facilities  as  President 
Abraham  O.  Smoot  did,  or  poured  concrete  for 
walks  or  dug  sewer  trenches  as  early  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  and  students  did?  . 

These  were  men  and  women  who  lived  for  the 
tomorrows,  and  we arfe  the  students  of  those  tomor¬ 
rows.  Maybe  it’s  time  we  ask  ourselves  how  we  are 
using  the  facilities  that  were  built  for  us  and  what 
we  are  doing  with  our  stewardships,  not  Only  in 
educating  ourselves  but  also  in  building  even  grea¬ 
ter  tomorrows  for  those  who  will  follow  us.

Students  aren't  only  code  violators 


Long  before  BYU  was  breeding  football  stars 
and  beauty  queens,  the  school  was  concerned  about 
fostering  moral  growth  among  its  student  body. 

To  help  maintain  its  irtiage  as  a  chaste,  virtuous 
college,  BYU  formulated  a  somewhat  rigid  dress 
and  honor  code  to  guide  the  students’  behavior. . 

The  dress  code  specifies  ■  skirt  lengths'  (knee- 
length  and  below  are  acceptable),  hair  standards 
(men’s  hairstyles  can  lightly  brush  their  ears  with¬ 
out  reaching  their  collars,  while  any  hairstyles 
creating  “undue  attention”  are  not  permissible), 
and  sock  requirements  for  men  and  comparable  bra 
guidelines  for  women  (basically,  you  must  wear 
them)’ 

This  year  the  BYU  Standards  Office  even  went . 
to  great  expense  to  print  posters  depicting  these 
dress  and  grooming  standards  for  anyone  not  quite 
sure  about  the  specifics  or  borderline  cases. 

The  other  aspect  of  BYU  standards  lies  with  the 
honor  code  that  students  are  required  to  sign  be¬ 
fore  entering  the  university  whereby  they  promise 
to  obey  all  LDS  standards  and  BYU  rules. 

Last  year  the  administration  grumbled  about  the 
flux  of  “Flashdance  attire,”  new- wave  haircuts  and 
clothing,  and  impure  attitudes  among  students. 

It  relaxed  its  responsibility  by  putting  the  blame 
on  movies,  MTV,  permissive  attitudes  in  the  home, 
and  anyone  or  anything  it  could  come  up  with. 

Actually,  the  “It”  is  the  BYU  administrators. 
“They”  need  to  stop  passing  the  buck  and  audit 


their  own  accounts  to  discover  the  real  problem. 

Although  influenced  by  popular  trends  and  by 
present-day  cult  heroes,  BYU  students  would  not 
even  attempt  wearing  the  questionable  clothing  or 
behaving  unacceptably  if  they  didn’t  feel  “in  the 
norm,”  so  to  speak.  BYU  unfortunately  prom¬ 
ulgates  the  very  attitudes  the  dress  and  honor 
codes  are  supposed  to  extinguish. 

BYU’s  student-approved  (and  supposedly  moni¬ 
tored)  clubs  are  violators  of  these  standards.  Clubs 
have  frequently  ignored  dress  standards.  During 
early  morning  “pledge”  activities,  “pledgies”  have 
donned  anything  from  pajamas  to  oversized  boxer 
shorts,  obviously  not  BYU  standards.  At  club  ’60s 
parties,  mini-skirts  are  the  craze. 

Clubs  also  disregard  moral  standards  in  pledge 
activities.  Stealing  license  plates,  posters  and  other 
items  are  commonplace  requirements  for  fledgling 
club  members. 


One  club  pledgee  had  10  minutes  to  “find  a  girl, 
bring  her  back  to  the  clubhouse,  and  make  out  with 
her,”  as  he  put  it.  Virtuous  or  chaste?  I  doubt  it. 

Clubs  are  not  the  sole  offenders.  “Representa¬ 
tives  of  BYU”  who  proudly  state  that  they  go  all 
about  the  nation  and  the  world  to  show  off  BYU  can 
be  problems. 

Do  “BYU’s  own”  cheerleaders  and  Cougarettes 
need  to  parrot  the  dress  and  dance  styles  of  all 
other  universities?  How  about  longer  shorts  or 
skirts?  How  about  a  style  of  our  own? 


A  somewhat  famous  infraction  of  dress  standards 
occurred  when  a  male  BYU  Bookstore  model  was  in 
a  display  case  without  socks.  Although  a  plaster 
person  without  socks  seems  a  rather  petty  viola¬ 
tion,  students  picked  up  on  the  mistake.  Letters  to 
the  editor,  coupled  with  campus  chatter,  showed 
that  students  were  incensed  by  BYU’s  own  ill  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  dress  code. 

Basic  morality  cannot  be  seen  as  a  prime  uni¬ 
versity  tenet  when  the  Cougareat  plays  songs  like 
Olivia  Newton  John’s  sex  hit  “Physical.”  (This,  too, 
upset  students.)  Nor  does  being  able  to  check  out 
John  Irving  novels  —  well  known  for  their  overt 
sexual  themes  —  in  the  Lee  Library  promote  stu¬ 
dent  faith  in  BYU’s  adherence  to  its  own  rigid 
rules. 

My  point  is  this:  how  can  students  be  expected  to 
abide  by  BYU  dress  and  moral  standards  when 
BYU  itself  is  a  grave  offender? 

For  this  reason  I  support  tighter  enforcement  of 
dress  and  grooming  standards  and  honor  code  prin¬ 
ciples.  I  am  happy  to  have  learned  that  BYU  admi-  , 
nistrators  have  recently  stressed  again  the  import¬ 
ance  of  standards  to  faculty  members  and  their 
responsibility  to  enforce  them. 

Hats  off  to  the  Cougareat  for  playing  more  mel-  | 
low  music.  Congratulations  to  intramural  aerobics 
for  tightening  dress  standards.  Thanks  for  cashing  ' 
in  on  those  bucks  that  have  been  passed  around  too  ! 
long  on  this  campus.

to  uphold  standards 
with  Administration 


It’s  ustlal  around  BYU  for  students 
to  get  riled  up  over  matters  that  seem 
unimportant  to  the  outside  world. 
But  to  the  administration  and  the  stu¬ 
dent  body,  topics  having  to  do  with 
University  Standards  are  important. 
And  the  question  always  raised  is 
“Where,  should  the  adminstration 
draw  the  line?”  Or  perhaps  more 
pertinent:  “Should  the  administration 
draw  the  line?” 

As  college  students  we  should  be 
mature  enough  to  make  our  own  deci¬ 
sions,  on  vital  issues  such  as  wearing 
socks  and/or  bermuda  shorts,  grow¬ 
ing  beards,  and  watching  MTV. 

The  university  administration 
should  worry  about  the  school  curri¬ 
culum,  not  about  the  behavior  of  its 
students  nor  the  opinion  of  the  out¬ 
side  world.  It  can  hardly  patrol  every¬ 
one’s  actions  anyway. 

The  last  major  controversy  raised 
in  the  ever  sensitive  Provo  commun¬ 
ity  was  the  MTV  issue.

some  of  the  media  mistakenly  re¬ 
ported  otherwise.  The  whole  issue 
was  left  with  the  landlords  and 
tenants  of  Raintree  and  Carriage 
Cove  apartments.  BYU’s  aloofness 
seemed  to  signal  that  students  should 
be  able  to.  think  by  themselves  and 
make  their  own  choices. 

So  why  must  we  endure  such  auto¬ 
cratic  standards  on  campus?  The 
Bookstore  removes  such  offensive 
items  from  its  premises  as  Culture 
Club  albums.  The  testing  center  re¬ 
fuses  to  give  out  exams  to  those  not 
dressed  to  standard.  And  men  must 
let  their  hair  grow  no  longer  than  the 
top  of  their  ears. 

Yet,  as  one  BYU  student  pointed 
out,  the  Bookstore  still  harbors  such 
culprits  as  Miss  Piggy  in  her  less  than 
modest  attire.  The  testing  center,  in  a 
never  to  be  forgotten  incident,  gave 
out  an  exam  to  a  girl  wearing  only  a 
coat  and  shirt.  And  some  short  men’s 
haircuts,  styled  within  standards, 
mimic  the  androgynous  look  BYU 
seeks  to  avoid. 


Last  week,  standards  seemed  even 
more  meaningless  when  a  roommate  , 
—  in  shorter  than  bermuda  shorts  — 
was  able  to  cash  a  check  in  the  Book- 
store,  able  to  buy  lunch  in  the 
Cougareat,  and  then  refused  service  j 
by  the  photo  shop  in  the  Wilkinson  ; 
Center.  ",  |f 

Even  on  campus,  standards  tend  to  i 
vary.  For  some,  Standards  seems  tb  ” 
be  only  an  unwelcome  institution,  for 
others  an  unnecessary  one  and  for  J 
others  just  an  irritation.  At  this  point  , 
it  is  obvious  that  Standards  could  nev¬ 
er  gain  full  compliance  with  its  rules,  ] 
but  it  shouldn’t  have  to. 

If  we  can’t  take  responsibility  for  ‘ 
our  own  actions,  we  shouldn’t  force  j 
the  university  to  take  credit  for  our  5 
good  behavior.  Standards  sends  out  a 
Code  of  Honor  for  all  students  to  sign 
before  they  are  admitted  to  the  Y.  If 
students  and  prospective  students  j 
don’t  plan  to  live  by  university  stan- ; 
dards  then  they  should  choose  1 
another  school.  >||
